Life of John Randolph of Roanoke. 
A biography of John Randolph, of Roa- 
noke, by Hugh A. Garland is thus noticed 
by Dr. Cheever in the Independent. 


We are not surprised to see from the ti- 
tle page of this volume that it is the ninth 
edition,” A biography more fall of instrue- 
tion and information, or one of greater val- 
uv for its salutary lessons, has rarely been 
published. The originality and impetuosi-

The African Exploration Society will thus 
combine thoge important elements which 
have hitherto been kept asander—the chrie 
tian, the mercantile, and the scientific.— 
Through Afric’s own sons, who now carry 
merchandize into the hearts of her wild de- 
serts, and traverse periodically with com- 
paritive ease her oceans of sand, the societ

ers and Southerners together. 

Yet at the same time we do believe that if all 
the slaves of our country were driven up north 
of Mason and Dixon's line, and put under the 
absolute control indiscriminately of individuals 
of the north, their condition would be nowise 
improved. There isa good deal of human na- 
ture at the north too. Many generous men, find- 
ing slaves to be their property, would conclude 
to ameliorate their condition by treating them 
well, instead of freeing them. And many, never 
having been nursed in the arms of black servants, 
and their antipathy of race not thus softened 
down, would revolt at the idea of extending kind- 
ness to them as human beings, even when kind 
ness was suf. Of this class perhaps is Mayor Eng- 
lish, though we know nothing about him. He 
would refuse education to negro children. Is it 
unsafe to teach negroes to read in this state, or 
is it contemplated that it will be unsafe in some 
future condition of the state, to have negroes’ 
here who can read? It there be no necessity of 
prudence, humanity would dictate that some of 
the instruments of success in common callings and 
some of the avenues of purer pleasure in every 
calling be opened to these outcast ones, who, yet 
are fellow men and immortal men,if we are.— 
Southern humawity would dictate this, and South- 
ern prudence is not bere requited. Southern hu- 
manity would dictate it; or else we have not 
read aright, the truly christian feeling which at 
this moment is doing so much at the South in 
behalf of the slave.

Up to that time everything had remained 
as received down from California's ruder and 
earlier days, with narrow crooked streets, old 
buildings, and quantities of rubbish on all sides. 


| But since the fire a new city, as if by magic, has 


sprung up, over the ruins of the first, * 
aud beautified every way with straight and 
widened streets, with good side walks, with five 
framed and brick buildings, nobler in appear- 
ance and more of them, so that on the whole the 
prospects of Auburn were never fairer than now. 
And as we visited the people, we were surprised 
have felt severely his losses by fire. All were 
cheerful, money seemed to be plenty, and a tenth 
of the population, we judge, subscribed for the 
Pacific, with such kind expressions occasionally 
of their appreciation of its worth, as increased 
our hope that it is indeed such @ paper as tells 
for the advancement of the best interests of soci- 
ety in California.
